His  wife's 
name  was  Surah.  l-'onr  ehilchvn 
were  horn  to  tliem.  'Che  eldest  was 
l^LEANOR,  born  al)ont  ]7<)0.  The 
second  was  James  ;  the  tliird  Nancy  ; 
the  fourth  A  thalia. 

Eleanor  married  William  1\or- 
INSON  about  177('>.  J]y  liiin  she  liad 
four  sons,  vi/. :  WiUiain.  Jlenson, 
John  and  A  DIN.  Tliis  last  son  is  the 
central  character  in  this  l)ook. 

IOleanor  was  married  a  secontl 
time,  about  17'J4,  to  Hazen  Uolff  of 
Bourbon  County,  Ky.      By  this  mar- 
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raig-e  a  son  named  Bcnj;unin  lioiH' 
was  born  in  ITil;"). 

Eleanou's  second  husband  dyinj;-. 
she  was  married  a  third  tinit-.  in 
1806,  to  Joshua  Hill,  a  farnK-r  id 
Fleminj,^  County,  Ky.  They  canu- 
to  Warren  County,  (~)hio,  in  1S17. 
She  died  in  1822,  near  Osceola,  and 
was  buried  at  P]dwardsvilU-.  Shi- 
was  a  beautiful  woman  of  niany 
virtues:  tall,  having-  blue  eyes  an<l 
dark  auburn  hair. 

Iler  husband,  Joshua  Hill,  was 
again  married,  to  Margaret  Hutch- 
inson. They  lived  on  Mill  Creek. 
Ohio,  and  afterwards  emigrated  to 
Indiana,  wher<-  Hill  died.

Fleminj^  count}-,  Ky.  Tlis  only  sur- 
viving- child  of  which  we  have  infor- 
mation is  Mrs.  Julia  l'\  Ambrose  of 
Lexinyton,  Ky. 

The  fourth  child  of  William  and 
Elkanou  Robinson  was  Adln,  liorn 
near  Harper's  Ferry,  Vn.,  May  l'.», 
f 787.     More  of  him  hereafter. 

After  the  death  of  her  husband, 
William,  and  her  marriage  to  Ilazen 
Rolff,  there  was  born  to  Ellanok 
Robinson  Rollf  a  fiftli  son.  in  171t.^, 
in  Bcnirbon  county,  Ky.  He  was 
named  Reniamin.  In  lSl(i  lie  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Jones.  Tie  was  a 
cabinet-maker.  He  had  some  chil- 
dren and  died  in  Kentucky  in  1849.

fourth  son  of  William  and  Eleanor, 
born  May  10,  1787,  as  aforesaid,  near 
Harper's  Ferry,  Va.

In  1808,  in  liis  twenty-tirst  year. 
Adin  emij^rated  to  Dliio,  comin.i;- 
first  to  his  brother  Heusou's,  near 
Morrow,  Warren  county,  lie  was  a 
farmer.  On  J)eCcml)L-r  HI,  181,?,  Ik- 
was  married  to  .lane  Anderson  <»t 
Hamilton  township,  Warren  county. 
Ohio.  He  purchased  fifty-six  acrrs 
of  land  on  First  Cree'k,  one  mile- 
south  of  Morrow.  At  the  lud  of 
two  years  he  sold  this  tract  for  ^4:'>i) 
and  immediately  purchaseil  l()i»  acres 
lying  four  miles  nearly  south  of 
Morrow.  Many  years  afterwanl  a 
turn-pike  was  built  through  tiiis 
farm  and  a  village  sprang  u|)  on  it 
which  was  named  Osceola.  Ai>h\'s 
neighk)rs  were  Baldwin,  flail,  Sev- 
ier, Nichols,  Mills,  Oliver,  Seacock, 
Bowman,  Meneley,'  Smith,  Tuttle, 
Sharp  and  (jthers.  This  farm  cost 
him  $400.  He  settled  upon  it  in 
1824.  In  18()0,  the  humble  cottage 
I*;  which  he  had  built  gave  place  to  a 

neat  frame  dwelling.  It  was  then 
owned  by  a  (ierinan  whose  name  was 
Veidt. 

In  1836  Adin  disposed  of  this  farm 
for   §1,000.     The  same  yeav  he   jjur- 
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chased  a  new  farm  of  12(>  acres  fur  i 

Sl,:)0().       Tliis     farm      was     directly  ! 

north   of   the    last,    sixty-tive    miles.  ! 

It   was   on   tile   west    line   of   Clark  ' 

county    and    north    of    New    Carlisle  i 

three   miles;    north   ot   Dayt(m   six-  1 

teen  miles  ;  west  of  Sprin-j'tield  four-  ■ 

teen   miles,    and    east   of    Troy   ten  . 

miles.       Here   r\niN    lived    until   his  : 
death,    Octoi)er   11,    1864.       He   was 
hurled  in  the  cemetery  at  McKendra 

Chapel,    one   mile    west   of   liis   late  ' 

home,     in    ^Vfiami   county.       A   neat  j 
marhle  slah  marks  his  restinj;-  place. 
His  farm  anil  })ersonal  effects  were 
sold  by  liis  administrators  for  ahout 

sn.ooo. 

Of  x\l)IN  IvoHlNsuN's  life  it  mav  he  \ 

said  : 

1.     His   industry    was    unceasing",  i 

yet  he  was  very  far  from  lucrative,  j 

hut  lie  soug-ht  to  provide  things  hon-  i 

est  for  his  household.  His  charity 
was  a  hroad.  ridiny  trait.  It  em- 
l)raced  the  world.  He  had  no 
enemies  ;  he  loved  to  Ite  doing  good. 
In  contact  with  his  fellow  mi-n,  lie 
sought  oi)i)ortunity  to  henefit  them, 
lie   was    l.lind    to    the    infirmities  of 
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others,  regarding'  jjcople  in  their 
most  favorable  light.  His  socialnl- 
ity  was  native  ;  his  affection  for 
companion,  children  and  friends  was 
most  devout. 

2.  He  was  a  pioneer  of  two  states 
and  endured  many  jnivations  of  for- 
est life.  He  aided  in  felling  trees 
and  in  making  the  wilderness  to 
blossom  as  the  rose,  all  for  the  com- 
fort of  the  generations  to  follt)W. 
He  watched  our  country's  growth 
from  the  adoption  of  its  C(mstitution. 
He  was  a  patrif)t  and  belonged  to 
the  "Minute  Men"  in  the  war  of 
1812,  though  his  company  was  not 
called  into  service.  He  witnessed 
three  great  wars  under  our  flag,  but 
died  l)efore  the  conclusion  of  tlie 
great  rebellion.  His  honesty  was 
proverbial.  To  pay  debts  was  his 
pleasure  ;  to  ])ay  full  measure  was 
his  delight. 

3.  At  eighteen  he  professed  re- 
ligion and  j<>ine<l  the  Baptist  church. 
He  continuously  was  an  official  of 
his  church  and  was  prompt  in  the 
duties  of  the  same.  For  i)erhaps  a 
third  of  a  century  he  held  license  as 
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a  minister.  Modest  in  profession, 
he  ever  desired  to  do  more,  lie  af- 
filiated beyond  denominational  linc-s 
with  all  who  loved  the  Lord.  AftiT 
his  companion's  death,  in  IStU),  he 
rapidly  matured  for  lier  society 
above.  Her  enjoyment  amon,i4'  the 
saints  was  his  constant  study.  She 
was  to  him  like  a  {guardian  anij,-el. 
:':  .  In  life  he  somewhat  dreaded  death, 

but  when  it  came  no  terror  was 
there.  His  pace  to  glory  was  quick- 
ened more  particularly  by  the  death 
of  his  daughter  Jennie,  which  oc- 
curred five  weeks  before  his  own. 
He  frequently  repeated  one  of  her 
last  songs — "I  Remember  a  Voice 
Which  Once  Guided  My  Way."  The 
chorus  was : 

" 'Come  this  way,  my  Father,  steer  strui;,'!!! 
for  me. 
Here  safely  in  Heaven  I  am  waitiii;,'  for 
;. /'.  thee.'" 

"4.     In    his    last    sickness    of    ten 

days,   he  e.vpected  soon  to  join  tiie 

'         five  loved  ones  of  his  family  already 

•v/  in  paradise.     Toward  the  last,  from 

<^  ■;  the  Pisgah  of  Promise  he  penetrated 

''';,-  the  glory  beyond  and  repeated  : 

"Could  we  but  climb  where  Moses  stood" — 
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While  friends  sang- — 

"There's  a  huiil  far  away,  'mid  the  stars 
we  are  to  let, 
Where   lliey   know    uot  the   sorrows  of 
time.'' 

llvr  shouted,  "Gloi"y  to  God." 

When  requested,  near  tlie  last,  to 
raise  his  hand  if  all  was  well  in  his 
heart,  he  threw  u])  both  hands. 
Thus,  October  11,  18()4,  just  as  the 
clear  autumn  sun  was  setting,  his 
redeemed  si)irit  peacefully  passed 
up  to  the  home  of  the  soul.  His 
ever  kind  eye  closed  to  earth  but 
opened  to  tlie  inelVable  <;lories  to 
which  God  invited.  He  went  far 
over  three  score  and  ten,  his  aye  be- 
ing- seventy-seven  years  and  hve 
months. 

f).  In  person  he  was  of  perfect 
healt,  of  very  cheerful  temperament, 
an  early  riser  and  temperate  in  all 
thing-s.  He  had  eyes  nearly  blue,  a 
rosy  cheek  to  the  day  of  his  death, 
was  five  feet  and  Un  inches  high, 
a.iect  and  weiglied  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  jjounds.  He  used  to- 
bacco in  early  life,  but  in  a  few  years 
threw  it  away.  He  was  at  first  a 
Democrat,  but  when  the  Republican 
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party  was  formed  he  joined  it. 
While  he  was  not  an  artist  of  sonj^-, 
yet  he  would  frequently  hum  favor- 
ite tunes.  He  was  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted witli  the  Biljle,  readini,r  il 
frequently  and  talkinj4-  of  it  con- 
stantly. 

He  was  a  very  huml)le,  mudL-sl 
man,  free  from  pride  and  fearful  of 
olfendmg-  God.  These  traits  pre- 
vented him  from  having-  his  picture 
taken  when  his  friends  were  solic- 
itous of  having-  it.  But  once  two  of 
his  daug^hters,  anxious  for  the  pic- 
ture, resorted  to  strategy.  At  the 
villag-e  of  Miami  City,  where  stootl 
a  photographer's  car,  the  daughters, 
under  pretense  of  making-  a  pur- 
chase, left  their  father  sitting-  in  his 
carriage  and  holding-  the  lines,  anil, 
while  he  was  unconsciously  leaning 
his  cheek  on  one  hand,  the  photog- 
rapher took  a  i)icture  of  both  driver 
and  team.  Tt  was  somewhat  indis- 
tinct and  ordinary,  but  this  picture, 
taken  in  his  seventieth  year,  has 
been  multiplied  by  art  and  is  his 
only  likeness  extant. 
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LINEAGK    OF    JANK    ANDKUSON,     WIt'K 
OF  ADIN  ROBINSON. 

In  1750  there  lived  in  north-east 
Ireland  Samuel  Anderson.  Hotli 
he  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  were  of 
Scotch  descent.  Their  fortune  was 
([uite  ordinary.  They  were  of  ex- 
cellent stock  and  were  of  Presbyter- 
ian faith.  Samuel  died  in  1700. 
aged  between  thirty-five  and  foity- 
five  years.  He  left  several  children, 
one  of  which  was  James,  born  in 
1755.  In  1775  James  married  Sarah 
Prichard.  Five  children  came  of 
this  uni(m,  all  dying  young  e.\cei)t 
John. 

In  1783  James  and  Sarah  Ander- 
son and  their  surviving  son  emi- 
grated to  America.  They  landed  at 
Philadel]ihia    ami    finally    settled    at 
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Carlisle,  Pa.  In  ITo."),  Saiiaii,  tlu- 
wife  of  James,  died  and  was  huricd 
at  Carlisle.  In  178t)  ,Jami;s  was  mar- 
ried IoMaiujakkt  ]}i;o\v.\[j:k.  The 
fatlier  of  Mar^'-aret  was  V/iliiam 
I^rownlee,  a  respectable-  farmt-r  ol 
Scotch -Irish  descent.  Marg-aret's 
mother  died  early.      Ail  these  families 

•■  wereof  i'resl)yterian  faitli,  but  sume 

embraced  .Methodi.st  iioctrines  upon 
their  promulg-ation  by  Asl)ury  and 
others.  Hy  this  second  marriagv 
.Ia.mics  and  Makgaukt  ANi)fc:use>N 
had  twelve  cliildren,  three  of  whom 
died  in  infancy.  The  other  ninr 
were  as  ft)] lows  :

.Tamks  Amiki;s()\.  died,  ayed  about 
(iO  years.  In  18l'."),  Jamics,  tiie  hus- 
band, died  also,  a.t^^ed  about  70  years. 
They  were  buried  side  by  sidt-  in 
the  Hill  Cemetery,  one-fourtl\  of  a 
mile  east  of  Loveland,  where  the 
confluence  of  the  Miami  river  and 
Obanion  creek  form  a  sharp  hill  lie- 
tween  them. 

James  willed  at  death  to  Alalcomb 
a  tract  of  fifty  acres  between  Love- 
land  and  Maineville,  and  to  William 
the  remainder  of  the  same  farm. 
George  received  the  home  farm  by 
payinj,--  AVarren  $100.  The  personal 
property,  of  which  there  was  consid- 
erable, was  left  to  James  and  the 
sisters. 

1.  Jank  Andiouson  was  the  old- 
est child  of  James  and  Margaret. 
We  shall  refer  to  her  more  fully  the 
last. 

2.  Samuel,  the  next,  was  born  in 
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170:5.  He  enlisted  in  the  wiir  of  Irfl-J 
and  Wilis  at  the  siej^e  of  h'oi't  Mei^s. 
Soon  after,  being  disabled  by  sick- 
ness, he  was  honoral)ly  discharj^ed, 
l)nt  died  on  liis  way  home,  aj^ed  1'.'

'.'>.  MalcD-MH  was  born  in  \T-X>. 
He  married  Nancy  jSIor<,'-an.  They 
lived  in  Warren  County,  Ohio,  also 
at  Waupakoneta  and  in  Miami  and 
Clark  Counties.  The  last  resulence 
was  two  miles  nortli  of  Tremont. 
Clark  County.  Here  Malcomb  died 
in  1849,  and  was  buried  at  McKendia 
Chapel,  Miami  County,  lie  was  a 
•rood  man,  a  fanner  and  a  shoe- 
maker. Malcomb  and  Nancy  liad 
six  sons,  namely  :

The  second  wife  of  James  was 
Mrs.  Mary  Vincent.  By  lier  there 
were  horn  four  children,  viz:  Austin 
B.,  Albert  D.,  James  P.  and  Sarah 
liellen.  The  last  named  only  sur- 
vives, i-esiding' in  Cincinnati.  James 
died  in  1SG7. 

().  William,  the  sixth  child  of 
James  and  M arj^^aret  Anderson,  was 
born  in  1802.  His  first  wife  was 
Elizabeth  Watkins,  by  whom  he  had 
two  children,  Henry  and  Mar<jaret. 
The  latter  is  the  widow  of  Madison 
Whitacre  and  resides  in  Springfield, 
Ohio.  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Wil- 
liam, died  early.  Afterwards  Wil- 
liam married  Uuth  Emily  Norman, 
and  to  them  were  born  four  children, 
namely  :  Tacy,  Zelda,  Jane  and  Wil 
liam  Shepherd.  William  Ander- 
son lived  on  Second  Creek,  Warren 
County,  until  1836,  when  they  re- 
moved to  Miami  County.  Here  he 
purchased  a  farm.     His  second  wife,

ajfain,  in  IHoO,  to  Mrs.  (Jonk-lia 
Miller,  of  Addison,  Ohio.  Jiy  ht-r 
he  had  four  children,  Robert  and 
three  other.s.  They  removed  back 
to  Warren  County,  where  William 
died  in  185(5. 

(il':()lUiK,  the  seventh  sou  of  James 
anil  Margaret,  was  horn  in  18U(). 
His  first  wife  was  Sarah  Anderson. 
They  lived  on  his  farm,  five  miles 
north  of  S|)ringiield,  Ohio,  until 
1S.52.  There  were  horn  to  tiiem  nine 
children,  namely:  James  X.,  War- 
ren, who  resides  in  Miami  City, 
Ohio,  Martha  J.,  Marquis  D.,  Rachel, 
who  resides  in  Iowa,  George  15. ,  who 
died  as  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion,  Jo^,eph  JO.,  l]rastus  and 
Sarah  E.,  wlu»  is  now  a  resident  of 
Vincennes,  Ind. 

The  wife  of  George,  Sarah,  dying, 
he  was  married,  in  ISol,  to  Sarah  .1. 
Spry,  liy  this  union  there  wei-e 
horn  f^ucinda,  now  ol  Trov.  <  Hiio. 
and  Samuel  1?.,  ot  Dayton,  hi  l.S,",il 
Geokoe  sold  his  farm  and  bought  in 
Pike  T[\)wnship,  on  the  west  Hue  of 
Clark    ('ouuty.

an  att'ectionate  mother.  !She  was  a 
lover  of  the  Bible,  the  Ilymn-book 
and  such  other  books  as  "Saint's 
Rest"  and  "The  Pil-riin's  Prog- 
ress. ' ' 

In  person  she  was  scarcely  medium 
height,  of  slig-htly  full  form  when  in 
health,  neat,  and  in  her  youth  very 
beautiful.  She  retained  handsomt 
features  for  one  of  her  age  until 
emaciated  by  her  last  sickness.  In 
later  years  she  rarely  laughed,  moth- 
erly responsibility  had  made  her  sin- 
cere and  thoughtful.  A  combina- 
tion of  diseases,  with  the  ordinary 
infirmities  of  wearing  life  and  ag'e, 
caused  her  three  years  to  wait  at  the 
borders  of  the  grave.  On  the  day 
defore  her  death  she  remarked  that 
"the  sun  was  never  more  bright." 
It  was  a  symbol  of  the  glory  soon  to 
be  revealed.  January  22,  1861,  she 
spoke  an  affectionate  adieu  to  weep- 
ing friends  and  fell  asleep  in  ,1  esiis. 
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POSTKUITY  OK  ADIN  AND  JANK 
lloBINSON. 

Adiii  lioljiii^cm  and  Jane  Anderson 
were  raarrieil  at  her  father's,  three 
miles  north-east  of  Loveland,  Oliio, 
on  Deceniher  Ki,  181H.  To  them 
were  born  twelve  children,  as  fol- 
lows : 

1.  MaugaI'vET  was  born  Novem- 
ber 17,  1814.  While  yet  a  little  child 
she  became  subject  to  epilepsy, 
which  clung'  to  her  to  tlie  last.  This 
trouble  ailded  fearfully  to  her  moth- 
er's care.  She  had  a  brig-ht  mind, 
whicli,  though  gradually  at¥ected  by 
her  peculiar  allliction,  yet  was  sound 
to  her  last  years.  Her  epileptic  at- 
tacks at  first  having  an  interval  of 
weeks,   later  came  to  days,  and   lin- 
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ally  were  so  frequent  as  to  average 
one  or  two  per  clay.  They  were  gen- 
erally a  paroxysm  of  a  few  seconds, 
but  would  be  followed  by  an  hour's 
slumber.  She  was  deeply  pious.  As 
an  afflicted  sister  she  was  doubtless 
a  souixe  of  much  spiritual  benefit 
and  salvation  to  the  family.  She 
was  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church. 
She  had  the  severe  missicm  in  this 
world  to  suffer  the  will  of  God,  liut 
she  was  cheerful  and  very  lovable 
and  sociable,  and  in  some  respects 
enjoyed  life.  She  died  July  7,  1851, 
in  her  thirty-seventh  year,  and  was 
buried  in  the  McKendra  Chapel 
Cemetery.  Her  yrave  is  marked  by 
a  mar])le  slab. 

2.  Eleanor  W.  Robinson  was 
born  April  1,  1816.  As  the  oldest 
effective  sister,  her  life  was  one  of 
toil  and  of  self-denial.  She  never  in 
pride  or  weariness  turned  from  duty. 
She  did  not  seek  society  for  mere  en- 
joyment, and  pleasures  were  uot 
courted.  Slie  was  her  mt)ther's  best 
assistant  and  shared  the  cares  in  a 
motherly  manner.  She  sacrificed 
education,   ignored  fashion  and  the

frolics  of  childliood  for  holier  em- 
ployments of  duty.  Yet,  with  fragile 
health,  she  possessed  cheerfulness. 
She  had  a  charity  that  sought  its 
objects.  She  was  like  Christ  in  g^o- 
ing  about  doing  good.  She  became 
the  servant  of  all  in  the  spirit  of 
Christ.  Though  twice  pressed  with 
favorable  offers  of  marriage,  she  re- 
fused them,  choosing  a  mission 
rather  to  assist  the  sick,  the  poor, 
the  dying,  the  needy.  Her  sisters 
and  brothers  becoming  the  heads  of 
families,  a  large  circle  was  estab- 
lished, and  when  aflliction  came  to 
i.  any    she    went   with    the    guardian 

angels  to  be  one  of  them  in  missions 
of  tenderness  to  the  sick.  If  one 
was  disabled  she  went  to  fill  the 
breach.  This  was  all  disinterested 
love  ;  it  was  her  delight ;  it  was  her 
heart  fountain  pouring  out,  Christ- 
like, a  perennial  benevolence. 

But  a  heart  however  moral,  how- 
ever gentle  and  kind,  can  only  be  a 
crippled   deformity    without    an    in- 
dwelling Christ.     This  she  felt  and 
j,  believed.     At  about  thirty  years  of 

f.,  age  she  became  a  faithful  member  of 
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the  Methodist  church.  She  «ou<,'-ht 
its  religious  joys  and  all  its  i)ro vis- 
ions of  g-race.  No  life  so  heautiful 
as  when  clotlied  with  Christ's  right- 
eousness. She  had  deep  piety,  hut 
even  deeper  humility.  She  crowded 
life  with  rich  usefulness.  She  was 
industrious  to  a  fault ;  it  was  for 
others  and  of  the  drudgery  kind. 
She  wept  tears  for  others  ;  not  many 
for  self.  A  tender  child  of  .Jesus 
herself,  little  children  were  her  care. 
Those  having  no  (object  in  life  be- 
come selfish,  morose  and  indolent, 
but  she,  though  unmarried,  labored 
liberally,  industriously,  rejoicingly 
for  others.  When  initial  disease 
came,  she  said  :  "God's  will  be  done  ; 
I  am  ready."  When  disease  abated 
she  said :  "O,  I  wanted  to  go  home 
that  time  and  thought  my  work- 
done."  Finally,  after  much  sulVer- 
ing  with  a  cancer  in  the  stoinacli, 
she  entered  immortality,  April  7, 
187:5.  She  sleeps  beside  Inr  Icindred 
in  McKendra  Cemetery  and  a  luarbic^ 
slab  marks  the  spot. 

James  Andekson  Robinson  was 
the    third   child  of  Adin   and  .lane. 
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He  was  born  August  2,  1817.  He  was 
by  trade  a  tanner.  He  was  married 
April  23,  1840,  to  Lucinda  Guthery. 
They  resided  at  Butlerville  and  then 
at  Rochester  until  184().

Driven  by 
malaria,  they  returned  again  to  the 
Warren  County,  Ohio,  home.

years  of  age. 

He  came  along  with  his  father's 
family  to  Clark  County  in  1837,  set- 
tling three  miles  nortli  of  New  Car- 
lisle. His  life  was  spent  on  farms  in 
Clark,  Shelby  and  Miami  Counties 
until  he  retired  to  Troy,  a  quarter  of 
a  century  ago. 

Mr.  Robinson  was  converted  in 
young  manhood  and  joined  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church.  From 
the  start  he  became  a  praying  and 
working  Christian  with  a  practical 
influence  for  the  church  and  for 
righteousness.  He  could  always  be 
depended  upon  for  a  conscientious 
and  earnest  part,  both  in  liis  spirit- 
ual work  and  in  his  support  of  the 
church  and  of  the  gospel.  While  yet 
a  young  man  at  his  father's  home  lie 
often  led  in  the  worship  at  the  fam- 
ily altar,  and  when  he  became  the 
head  of  his  new  family  he  never 
failed  to  keep  up  the  family  altar. 

His  personal  character  was  gentle, 
but  positive  and  individual.  His  vir- 
tues made  him  always  perfectly  re- 
liable as  a  good  loyal  citizen,  and  as 
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a  neig-hbor  his  accommodation  at- 
tracted universal  esteem  and  friend- 
ship. As  a  special  friend  lie  was  ile- 
Yoted  and  faithful.  As  a  husband 
and  father  it  was  his  pleasurable 
privilege  all  his  life  to  lovf  and 
cherish  with  an  ardent,  ceaseless  dc- 
v'Oticm.  He  had  },a-eat  faith  in  (lod, 
which  never  wavered,  and  he  was 
tender-hearted  in  his  relig'ious  trust. 
Ten  months  ago  an  accident 
brought  him  into  physical  heli)less- 
ness.  The  close  confinement  result- 
ing found  him  abounding  in  Chris- 
tian jiatience  and  simple  faith.  Dur- 
ing that  long  and  jjainful  sickness  he 
had  the  most  tender  care  from  his 
wife,  daughter,  son-in-law,  daughter- 
in-law  and  others.  He  wavered  not 
as  the  valley  and  the  shadows  ap- 
peared imminent,  but  expressed  a 
perfect  confidence  in  the  goodness 
and  providence  of  God,  feeling  safe 
in  his  everla.sting  arms.  Though 
his  death  was  not  unexpecteil,  yet 
the  final  going  was  sudiien.  'Phe 
river  was  narrc^wed  and  shallow.

Prospecting  from 
this  standpoint,  this  got)d  man,  Wil- 
liam Robinson,  has  left  an  imperish- 
able, pure  and  substantial  record  as 
an  inheritance  which  will  keep  on 
working  for  righteousness  and 
widening  as  the  years  go  by  and 
lead  into  eternities.
